The Indo=Chinn Police n-ve no exact information 
reperding the identity and sntecedents of Trouns Tau Tenhe 

Native of Nghe tn, he is believed to nave emniscrated 
to Sia: in 1924, in comvan: with Le Nnu Phonge 

After severrl months’ stay in thet country Troung 
Van Lenh and his comrede left Bangkok for Cantone 

Upon arrival in Canton on January 27, 1925, Troung 
Van l.enh began to take lessons in thre Russian lansuece 
at tne school of the *revolutionary nessants pronagand=", 
founded by Liao Tenong Hoi, former Civil Governor of 
Kwanetung and, at the time in question, herd of the 
Bolshevist sfroup of the Kuomintenee 

In Avril 1925 Troung Yan J.enh left the revolutionary 
propa3anda school in order to enter the Officers*® School 
of the Kwangsi Corpse 

Follewing the defeat of General Ieu Tehan Wan and 
the closure of this school, Troung Van Lenh was admitted 
in the Whempos Cadet School in Sevtember 1925. 

While studving at Whampoe he contributed articles to 
the newspaper "Thanh Nien" (The Youth). since the time of 
its first aprearancee 

After failinz to pass his examination at the school, 
Troung Van Lenh was apvrointed corporal in the Garde 
Muniecipale (Canton Police) in August 1926. 

In January 1927 he was’ promoted to the rank of 
sergeant and put in charge of 90 men. From that time 
he called hnimself Nguyen Tuan Gan, . 
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His duties did not rrevent nim from veing actively 
engasred in the affrirs of the revolutionary varty and, 
in May 1927, he wrote to Ho Tung Mau and Lem Duc Thu who 
were inmmrisoned followin: Chinns Kei Shek*s anti- 
communist coup in Avril, to teen them informed reserding 
the current affairs of the nartye 

At the same time, Neuen ‘i “uoc, vorior to his flisht 
from Canton, entrusted to Trouns Ven Lenh the task of 
entering into reletions with the new Cantonese sovernnent. 
Troung Ven Tenh did not weste time and irz-edinstely made 
successful anv lications in favour of his imvrisoned 
compatriots to nis Chief end to the Departinent of Foreign 
Affairs. Throusth the assistence of tre chief of the 
Canton Police, Troung Van Lenh obtnined, in Ausust 1927, 
the post of a police company coiztander, and thenks to 
the cordial reletions which he maintrined with his Chief 
the groun of the Annamite revolutionsr&es in thet city 
enjoyed absolute quietude. 

In Sctober (1927 ?) Trouns Van Lenh wes enza:ed in the 
reconciliation of members of Neuyen Ai Quoets rroup with 
those of Neuyen Hai Than's. At the end of the same month 
he was obliged te resign on account of changes in the 
staff of the high administration in Canton, ond entered 
the service of General Chang Fat Kwai'ts Army. 

In November 1927, he, es well as Ngo Chinh Moe, 
were elected by his comrades to revresent Annam at the 
meeting of the "Oppressed Peoples League". 

If one is to believe his co-partisans, Troung Van 
Lenh at that time still possessed influence in Chinese 
Military circles in Canton, as he caused the dismissal 


from the Whampogw School of Nguyen Hai Tan, who had been 


appointed professor and chief of the Annamite cadets by

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where his intervention wus necessary in order to obtain 
the release of Ho Pung Mau ma Le ‘uwang Dat and 15 Annamite 
cadets at Whamros who Bad been imprisonea by the Cantonese 
police, on Decerber 30, 1928 ana January 5, 1929. Troung 
Van Lenh returnea in Hdkcing in June 1929, as a Lieutenant 
of the AQministrative Service of the «th Division which was 
stationec in centonment in ronan. 

Ho Tung Mau and his sossociates still being imprisoned, 
Hong Son asked Troung Van Lenh to co to Cxunton in: rderto tuke 
more active meesures for their releuse, but Van Lenh aid not 
succeea in getting the necessary permission from his chiefs.

Treang Van Lenh was in correspondence with the Prince 
Cuong De. In June 1929, the latter expressed to him his 
a@ntention of coming to Nenking to attend Sun Yat Sen's 
burial, and asked for the necessary subsidy, but Troung 
Van Lenh failed to comply with his request, being not in 
favour of the :rince*s coming to China. 

From time to time he participated in the operationg 
of the 4th Chinese Army in Kiangsi. Hong Son who was 


released in December 1929, and who took dp the leadership of 
the "Tha Nh Hien” Party, succeeded in returning to Hank! 
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where hés intervention wzs necessary in order to obtain 
the relecse or Ho Tung Meu md Le “ueng Det und 15 Annamite 
cecets at “harmor who hed becn imnrisonea vy the Cantonese 
police, on becerber 30, 1928 and Junuary 5, 1929.
